The sole condition that goes 
with the pardon is that Sherman re­ 
turn to Rushville and his mother. 
Sherman was found guilty of mur­ 
dering his wife iii the course of a 
family 
squabble. 
The couple

previously’ quarreled regarding Mrs. 
Sherman desire to leave lier home I 
and go to work. 
On returning from 
work on the night of the crime, Sher­ 
man attempted to kiss his wife. 
She 
responded to the caress with a blow 
and a fist fight ensued. 
To protect 
himself, Sherman seized a chair and 
struck his wife a blow across the 
head, She fell to the floor apparently 
stunned. 
He attempted to revive her 
but found lier to be dead. 
Remorseful and filled wdtli fear, 
Sherman then attempted to kill him­ 
self b%v cutting his 
throat with a 
razor. 
He 
inflicted 
.several 
deep 
gashes, but failed in his purpose, aud 
strangers found him unconscious be­ 
side the dead body. 
When he recovered Sherman was 
placed on trial and convicted of sec­ 
ond degree murder. 
Life imprison­ 
ment was the penalty. 
He pleaded 
self-defense. 
The murdered woman’s name was 
Effie May Roby Steading Connory 
Sherman. 
She wms ten years Sher­ 
man’s senior, and had been married 
three times before she met Sherman. 
Her first two husbands divorced her 
and Connory died. 


Many of his former schoolmates 
and friends joined in petition to the 
Governor 
for a pardon. 
Sherman 
could not sa.v a word wdien Warden 
Jones brought the news of his par­ 
don. 
When he overcame emotion he

The matter was brought to the at­ 
tention of the court when Batty filed 
a petition asking, that the court mod­ 
ify the decree made last February, 
when the court granted a divorce to 
Mrs. Batty from her husband and or­ 
dered Batty to pay $15 a month each 
for the support of his two children. 
Batty alleges that his wife practiced 
a fraud on the court in representing 
that the baby, which she claimed was 
born to her Oct. 28, 1910, was her own. 
P.atty says Mrs. Batty got the baby 
from the Door of Hope, and the. nine­ 
teen-year-old girl says the baby is hers. 
The girl gave birth to a baby at the 
Door of Hope Oct. 17, 1910, and on 
Oct. 28 the baby was given to a 
woman. 
The attorney for Batty pointed out 
that three nurses who were present at 
the Door of Hope when a baby was 
born to the girl, identified the baby 
claimed by Mrs. Batty as the child 
that was born at the Door of Hope. 
He said the woman who got the child 
at the Door of Hope told the matron 
that she was formerly connected with 
a state board; that her husband had 
been a member of the legislature; 
that she had a daughter in Butler col­ 
lege; that she had a son in Purdue uni­ 
versity, and that she had a daughter 
in Chicago.

Washington, Nov. 30.—Regulation of 
i corporation® through a "federal com­ 
mission, even to the extent of fixing 
prices, was advocated before the sen­ 
ate committee on interstate commerce 
by Judge E. W. Gary of the United 
States Steel corporation. 
Judge Gary 
declares that “the only regulation ade­ 
quate- to deal with modern aggrega­ 
tions of capital is regulation by the 
federal government.” 
‘‘I believe,” said Judge Gary, “that 
the sentiment of the country and the 
principles of law in their application 
are being modified to suit changing 
conditions. I believe that even private 
corporations, so-called, are reaching 
the position where they are in prin­ 
ciple more or less quasi-public corpor­ 
ations. 
I believe that the government 
has the right under the constitution 
in the regulation of interstate com­ 
merce, to say that there shall be a 
maximum price fixed for the sale of 
the products of a manufacturing con­ 
cern, provided it is necessary to do so 
in order to prevent undue restraint of 
trade.” 
Judge Gary proclaimed his belief in 
‘fair, honest and healthy competition.” 
“It is the opposite of restraint of 
trade,” he said. 
“Unrestrained com­ 
petition in the end results in monopoly 
and restraint of trade.”

HANDLING THE COLT

A Little Coaxing Now and Then Helps Greatly In Youngster's Confidence in 
Man. 
Such Time is Well Spent. 


Many farm ers in the Middle W est 
give their young colts too little at­ 
tention. 
During the first two or three 
summers of the colt’s life they are al­ 
lowed- to run free 
in the 
pasture 
where their owners go only occasion­ 
ally to give them salt and see that 
they are still there, and 
in 
many 
cases, no attem pt is made to catch 
rind make friends with them. 
During 
the winter months they run in the 
barn lot in the day time and are driv­ 
en into a box stall for 
the 
night 
wrhere their feed is throwm to them 
in a careless fashion and 
still 
no 
steps are taken towards even halter 
breaking. 
Such treatment naturally 
results in a wild disposition and cre­ 
ates more or less fear of man. 
The 
longer such methods are 
practiced 
with colts the wilder and more fear­ 
ful they get and more difficult will be 
the process of “breaking” and train­ 
ing when the time comes for putting 
the colts to work. 
Begin When Young. 
Handling should begin soon after 
foaling and continued, in a small way 
at least, throughout foalhood. 
The 
education must begin early to, insure 
the greatest amount 
of 
usefulness 
when the colt reaches maturity. 
The 
profit and pleasure to be derived from 
the use of horses of any class de­ 
pends to a great extent upon their 
early education and the degree to 
which they are subservient and obedi­ 
ent to their m aster’s wishes. 
All education and handling should 
be based upon the principle that the 


horse has a good memory and a poor 
sense of reason. 
It is evident then 
that he must never be allowed to in­ 
dulge in any of the common equine 
vices such as halter pulling, balking, 
kicking, biting, running away, etc., 
because if he succeeds once in doing 
any one of these things he is very 
likely to try them again. 
On the oth­ 
er hand if he is handled firmly,- yet 
gently, and conquered when any of 
the above vices are attempted he soon 
gives up trying. 
Furthermore, tho 
colt should always be given to under­ 
stand that the man handling him la 
his master. 
Young foals should be taught sub­ 
ordination at the very start and not al­ 
lowed 
to become 
willful 
or 
head 
strong. 
Even before the time for hal­ 
tering arrives the youngsters may be 
taught to stand over, have their feet 
raised, and in a general way to re­ 
spond to the m aster’s wishes. 
Make 
training a gradual process at first and 
later it will come as a matter of 
course. 
Don’t try to teach too much 
at a time 
The colt should under­ 
stand the first lesson well before go­ 
ing to another. 
Handling Enhances Value. 
In all cases a liberal education that 
is begun early will increase the value 
of the colt for three reasons: 
I. 
He 
is worth more; 2. The owner has a 
better opportunity to show the colt off 
to good advantage, presenting him 
with the best foot forward, as it were; 
and 3. The buyer has a much better 
chance to observe the colt’s real mer­ 
it.

Prisoner in the Conciergerie Daringly 
Gains His Freedom and As­ 
tonishes All Paris. 


A prisoner sentenced the other day 
at' the Seine Assizes to eight years’ 
penal servitude made a sensational 
escape from the -Conciergerie early 
this morning. 
W hen the cells were 
opened about T, 
and 
the 
prisoners 
em erged for exercise, Romeiif came 
out with the rest. 
Taking advantage 
of the Avarder’s back tieing turned for 
a moment, he got a fellow prisoner to 
let him mount on hts shoulders, and 
then, with marvelous agility, he m an­ 
aged to reach the top of the wall, 
nearly twenty feet high. 
The top of 
this garnished with a “chevaux de 
frise,” but Romeuf, who is a plumber 
by trade, thought nothing of getting 
over it. 
By smashing a window, he 
made his way into a corridor, and

Palais de Justice,

The 
utm ost astonishm ent is expressed at 
any one escaping from the Concierg­ 
erie. It is famous as the prison whe^e 
Marie Antoinette ant! many other of 
the illustrious prisoners of the Reign 
of T error Avore imprisoned before be­ 
ing led to the scaffold. 
In more re­ 
cent times Prince Napoleon, in 1883, 
and the Due d’Orleans, in 1890, were 
detained within its Avails —Paris cor­ 
respondent London Telegraph.

“It is the #aty of the police depart 
ment to prevent crime as well as to 
punish 
crime.”

Chief 
Young. 
“When we turned these 300 homeless 
men out of the police station this 
morning they were all hungry. 
Some 
of them may be forced to steal to get 
food. 
I propose to serve a pint of hot 
coffee and half a loaf of bread to each 
homeless man. 
“I am going to have patrolmen act 
as waiters. We can prepare the coffee 
in the jail kitchen and get the bread 
from the Industrial school.”

United States W ill Take Action. 


Teheran, Nov. 30.—In plain words, 
Russia ha® made a demand for the dis­ 
missal of W. Morgan Shuster, the 
American treasurer general of Persia, 
a point at which she has long trans­ 
parently been aiming. 
She has sent 
another ultimatum to Persia specify­ 
ing certain conditions which must be 
complied with in forty-eight hours, or 
otherwise the Russian troops now at 
Resht, sixteen miles from the capital 
of Ghilan, will advance at once. 
The new demands include the dis­ 
missal of Mr. Shuster and Mr. Lecof- 
fre, the tax appraiser of the province 
of Azerbaijan, who was appointed by 
the American treasurer general; the 
submission to Russia for her approval 
the names of all non-Persians at pres­ 
ent or in future to be employed by the 
government of this country, and the 
payment of the cost of sending troops 
to Persia. 
The ultimatum also says 
that Persia’s future relations with Rus­ 
sia and Great Britain m ust be regulat­ 
ed in conformity with the interests of 
those powers. 
Great Britain had been consulted by 
Russia and approved the ultimatum, 
and the mention of British interests 
has surprised and astonished the Per­ 
sian leaders. It is believed that it will 
be Impossible for Persia to comply 
with the demands. 
Russia bases her demand for the 
ousting of Mr. Shuster on the publica­ 
tion of his letter in the London Times 
winch it is claimed incited the Per 
sians against Russia 
The Persian officials are dumfound­ 
ed at Russia’s new ultimatum. 
They 
say they humiliated themselves to M 
Poklevsky, the Russian m inister, by 
apologizing and agreeing to the pre­ 
vious demands, on the advice of Great 
Britain, relying on the promise of the 
English government that the Russian 
troops would thereupon be withdrawn. 
There is consternation over the latest 
move of the government of the czar. 
The new premier, Samsam Es Sulta- 
neh. had submitted the names of the 
members of bis cabinet to the mejliss, 
or parliament, which, thinking the 
members reactionary, rejected it. Then 
came the news of Russia’s ultimatum, 
whereupon the parliament, after a tur­ 
bulent session, sanctioned the new' 
ministry. There is bitter feeling here 
against Great Britain over the latest 
developments.

W ill America Interfere In Behalf of 


the Persecuted Mr. Shuster? 
london, Nov. 30.—The Teheran cor­ 
respondent of the Graphic accuses 
Great Britain of having concealed for 
four years repeated violations of the 
Anglo-Russian agreement in regard to 
Persia. He says the Russian and Brit­ 
ish assurances that the troops of the 
former country would be withdrawn 
when 
Persia apologized proved 
as 
false as every other Russian assur­ 
ance since the agreement with Eng- 1 
land was signed in 1907. 
Every Brit­ 
ish interest in Persia, says the corre 
spondent, is now threatened by Eng­ 
land’s pusillanimous acquiescence in 
Russia’s 
unjustifiable 
aggressions. 
Nemesis will take the shape of a con­ 
terminous land frontier of Russia ami 
England. 
This is now practically im­ 
minent. 
The Russian march to the 
Persian gulf has begun and the de­ 
fense of this frontier will place a col­ 
ossal burden on the British empire. 
The Teheran correspondent of the 
Times telegraphs as follows: 
“The I 
fiction of Persian independence, which 
is a poor thing existing on Russian 
sufferance, will now end unless cred­ 
ence can be attached to the statem ent 
that the United State®, although it 
does not consider itself Mr. Shuster’s 
sponsor, is prepared to take immedi­ 
ate action on the ground that the de­ 
mand for the dismissal of an American 
citizen by a foreign power when he is 
conscientiously executing the duties 
stipulated in his contract, is an un­ 
friendly act.
